L BACKGROUND

On October 9, 2015, the Maryland Board of Nursing (the “Board”) issued an “Order
Granting Motion for Reconsideration and Order Vacating April 7, 2015 Order of Denial of Petition
for Reinstatement of Registered Nursing License and Order of Reinstatement of Registered
Nursing License/Order of Probation” (the “Probation Order™),' to Daniel Park (the “Respondent”),
which placed the Respondent’s license to practice registered nursing (“RN”) in the State of
Maryland, license number R167952, on probation for a minimum of five (5) years, subject to
certain probation terms and conditions.> On October 22. 2020, the Respondent requested
termination of the probationary status on the Respondent’s RN license. On April 29, 2021, the
Board denied the Respondent's request for termination of probation.

On July 13, 2021, the Respondent, by and through his attorney, submitted a “Motion for
Partial Reconsideration of Denial of Request for Termination of Probation or, in the Alternative,

for Modification of Order of Probation” (the “Motion™). Specifically, in the Motion, the

2 The Board subsequently issued two orders, dated February 27, 2018 and December 19,
2018, modifying the Probation Order, specifically modifying Condition #9 (i.e., permitting the
Respondent to submit written self-reports on a quarterly basis instead of a monthly basis) and
lifting and terminating Condition #6 (i.c., permitting the Respondent to work night shifts),
respectively (the “Modification Orders”).
